SUCC0MBS 
TO HEART 
DISEASE 

On Monday morning of this week at 
about 7 o'clock occurred tho sudden death 
of Robert C. Cubbon, a well known resident 
of this village. He was sick a very short 
time, only two or throo hours and his death, 
of which .heart disease was tho cause, came 
as a severe shock to his family and frienda. 

He bad not been foeling well of late but 
had not missed n day from his' place in 
William Bros, etoro where ho. has .been a 
trusted clerk for the post 27 years, and on 
Saturday evening when they closed ho wont 
homo seemingly in as good health as usual. 
He ate his breakfast as usual on Monday 
morning, then sorit tho key of the. 'store to 
Mr. Williams with a message- that he wna 
not well arid would not bo down that morn- 
ing, and when in less than an hour later 
the news of his death' was sent to the. store 
it waB with difficulty that it could bo be- 
liovod. ■ ' 

Mr, Cubbon was born in tho city of 
Douglas,- Islo of Mann, -on July 4, 1850. 
Ho came to this country when a young man 
and hero he was united in marriage to 
Eliza Barnstablo, who with two soub, Oliver 
'and Herman, survive -him. Tho funeral 
was hold on Thursday of this week .with 
tho interment at the Antioch Hillside cem- 
etery. 

Mr, Cubbon was a man who had made' 
many friends during his long, residence 
here, and especially Will ho be missed from' 
tho homo circle arid by hU employers, who' 
placed muoh confidence in his ability to 
work for tbelt interests, .The News joins 
with their many frienda in extending sym- 
pathy to the bereaved family.

A .destructive tornado visited Meri- 
dian, Miss., nt 0:30 tfrldny evening, 
killing twenty-one white persons nnd 
over 100 colored people nnd damaging 
property to the extent of $I,300,000« 

There were also scores seriously In- 
jured by being caught In wreckage of 
house*. 'J 1 lie to mm in ca tight the city 
on tbe southwest and traveled to tbo 
northeast mid traveled In two sub- 
urbs, where ninny negroes were 
killed mid Injured, a whole tenement 
district being wiped out 

Two largo wholesale stores, ono 
smaller one, the principal hotel, tho 
electric lighting plant, nnd all the 
smaller property between the Mobile & 
Ohio Unllroad ilejwt and the business 
pint of tho city were badly damaged. 
Twenty-one men were enught In a res- 
taurant and several were killed. Two 
stories of the Y. M. C. A. building 
were wrecked nnd other build lugs suf- 
fered In the tipiwr stories. 

Hard Fight vtlth Five. 

The negro tenement district In tbo 
north of the city was demolished and 
the debris caught fire, threatening n 
new danger, but the local department, 
with tho help of hundreds of citizens, 
overcame this after n bard fight. They 
were assisted by tho torrential ruin 
follow lug the tornado. The known 
path of the storm was about 000 feet 
wide and one mile In length. 

Tbe Union and Queen and Crescent 
depots were among tbe buildings- de- 
molished nnd It 1b estimated that more 
than n score of dead are among thu 
wreckage. 

D. E. Bennett, Clnud Williams and 
Frank Woodruff, employes of the 
Meyer Neville Company, were burled 
In tho debris when thnt building went 
do\wi. Bennett esciipfef, but the other 
nieu were caught betieuth the ruins. 

fluna Way ThroitKh CUr- 

The cyclone, accompanied by a heavy 
rainstorm, struck Meridian shortly 
after dark- The storm center was In 
tbo sou them portion of the city and 
particularly heavy uloug Front street, 
one of the principal business .streets 
of the town. Nearly every house on 
Front .street la reported to have been 
demolished. 

Tbe Armour packing plant wns left 
sin tiding and the roof of this was 
gone. 

The city was plunged Into total 
darkness, the electric lighting plnut 
having been put out of business. Thu 
cyclone did severe damage ut other 
points adjacent to Meridian nnd all 
trains entering Meridian were delayed 
considerably. 

The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany reported having lost fifteen miles 
of wire and thu Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany also suffered great dinniigc. 

The wires were all down between At- 
lanta, Birmingham, Memphis and other 
points. 

Whole Rqnnrea Devastated, 

The tornado pimsiul over In about 
two in lin i tea ami during that jwrlod 
(several squares were devastated. A 
conservative est! mute places tbe num- 
ber of buildings blown down nt be- 
tween thirty and forty. Among the 
heaviest losers are the Meyer & Ne- 
ville Hardware Company, Tom Lyle & 
Co., wholesale dry goods and groceries; 
Josh Moore, wholesale dry goods and 
groceries. The New Orleans & North- 
western Railroad lost its freight de- 
pot and other buildings were destroyed. 

The Mobile & Ohio depot Is safe, us 
well as the Southern hotel, but tbo 
Grand Avenue hotel was considerably 
damaged. From the business center 
the tornado Jumped to the cast end, 
where a number of residences were 
blown down,

The discussion of the railroad rate 
question was continued In the Senate 
Thursday by Mr. Dolliver, who spoke In 
support of the Dol liver-Hepburn bill. The 
remainder of the session was devoted to 
tho bill providing for tho settlement of 
the affairs of tho live civilized tribui of 
I ml In us after the termination of their 
tribol relntlons. No action wns taken. 
The House passed the nrmy appropriation 
bill, carrying about $00,000,000. Provis- 
ion for a cable ship for the Atlantic coast 
nnd for a ship for mine planting on the 
Pacific wns eliminated an paints of order. 
The powder trust came In for nn attack 
in tho debate, and nn nttempt by Demo- 
crats to havu the government begin the 
manufnetuto of Us own powder consumed 
considerable time, but met with defeat. 
Tho Foraker bill providing for the mark- 
ing of graves of Confederate dead in tha 
North was passed unanimously. The Sen- 
ate joint resolution continuing the tribal 
government of the live civilized tribes of 
Indians in Indinn. Territory until their 
property shall hare been disposed of wm 
agreed to. 

— * ■_ 

Tha Senate Friday passed the bill pro- 
viding for tho settlement of the affairs of 
the five civilized tribes of Indians. Un- 
der tho guise of considering the measure, 
practically tho entire session was given 
over to a discussion of the railroad ques- 
tion, raised by Mr. h& Falletto's propos- 
ed amendment to the Indian bill prohibit- 
ing railroad companies and their stock- 
holders from acquiring the coal lands In 
the territory. This amendment, together 
with all the' Indian commit tee's amend- 
ments, was laid on tho table. At 5:32 p. 
m. the Senate wcat Into executive session 
and at 8:40 adjourned until Monday, Tho 
first private claims session of this Con- 
gress occupied the House, twenty-five 
bills being passed, all for small amounts. 
Opposition to many ot tho measures ac- 
counted for the * smnll number put 
through. Five which wero' reported favor- 
ably by .the committee .went over because 
there was no quorum at 5:30 p. m., when 
thi House adjourned until Monday. 

In the Senate Monday numerous bills; 
on the calendnr were passed, nmong them 
being one appropriating $100,000 to pay 
the expenses of the delegates to the third 
annual conference of American States, 
one providing for compulsory education In 
the District of Columbia nnd another reg- 
ulating tho selection of officers In tho 
revenue cutter service.' Senator Knox 
submitted extracts from the railroad laws 
of sevoral States. At 3:30 o'clock tho 
statehood bill was taken up and read nnd 
then Mr. Nelson resumed his discussion 
of the measure. Legislation by unanimous 
consent under suspension of the rules en- 
abled the House to pass several bills of 
considerable importance, A resolution of 
Inquiry as to whether any criminal pros- 
ecutions hare been Inaugurated In tho 
Northern Securities case wak adopted 
after' some heated debate. Mr. Shackel- 
ford of Missouri attacked the concentra- 
tion ot power In the hands of the Speak- 
er In a speech on a bridge bill. The 
Senate measure providing for n delcguto 
to Congress from Alaska was passed. A 
bllt providing 'for tho expenditure of 
§200,000 Instead of $50,000 for the pur- 
chase of metal for nickels and pennies and 
providing for the minting of tlioso coins 
at Denver, New Orient) a and Suu Fran- 
cisco was passed.

High license won hands down at a meet- 
ing of Chicago city council Monday night.

With a characteristic disregard for 
precedent and convention, President Roose- 
velt has calmly disregarded tho recom- 
mendation of expensive board of consult- 
ing engineers as to the type of Panama 
Canal and bos announced his conviction, 
from a layman's- stand point to be sure, 
but with an array of facts and common 
sense to back him, that makes one suspect 
that after all be may have hit the right 
solution of the problem that bos divided 
the best engineers of tbe world. The Pres- 
ident in his decision has sided with the 
majority of tbe Canal Commission and 
with tbe minority of the board of consult- 
ing engineers. But he has enough ex- 
pert engineering testimony on bis side to 
make it clear that his decision is no mat- 
ter of caprice. He also brings out a 
good many points that have not previously 
been made clear in the discussion. He 
shows that tho lock canal is the American 
typo and that the Soo which is a lock canal 
while it is closed for three months in the 
winter, actually carries three times as 
much tonnage per year as does the Suez, 
He makes clear also what probably was 
not clear before to the man in the street, 
nnd that is, that even were the Isthmian 
canal built at sea level it would by no 
means bo a straight connecting the two 
oceans but would still have a good many 
of the disadvantages of the lock canal. 
This takes away much of the glamor that 
the name "sea level" canal impliea. From 
the financial side he also shows that the 
extra expense of building the cnnal at aea 
level, to say nothing of the time, would 
make the cost of interest on the additional 
money invented actually amount to more 
than the added cost of operating tbo lock 
canai. Ono point that ought not to be 
overlooked either, is that Chief engineer 
Stevens, who would have more at stake 
personally than any other ono mnn and 
who is himself no tyro in engineering 
work, highly favors the lock canal. 
And he is tbe man who is to do the work 
and whose reputation will stand or fall by 
his success or failure. Decidedly, tho 
President's disagreement with the expert 
judgment of the board is not so radical as 
at first sight it might appear. And per- 
haps after all be has hit the real common 
sense solution of the problem.

King Huzeklnb, It seems; was trou- 
bled over the bad water of JeniBnlenv 
about 2,500 years ago, nnd built h 
rofiorvoir outBlde tbo city gates for 
spring water, which was brought t lilt It- 
er In a tunnel, tho construction of 
which rlvnls tho famous Slmplon. 

I>r. Bortholct of the University of 
Bnalo has Identified this ancient engi- 
neering masterpiece. Ono of tho SI- 
rnctt nmuuscrlpts of this date states: 
"Hczeklnh fortified his city by bring- 
ing wnter thoroto nnd ho bored thru ugh 
tho solid rock by means of bronze, 
and ho collected the water In a re'sor* 
voir." 

Tho tunnel lends Into tbo pool of. 
SI loam and Is 300 ynrds long. Work 
was cnrrlctl on from both ends, an is 
proved by an Inscription In tho ttinnol 
and by tbe marks of boring tools, 
picks, etc., which show tho direction 
In which tho excavation was made. 
What Instruments were used for de- 
termining levels and directions, and 
how wore errors dotcctcd? Allowing 
for the scientific and practical limita- 
tions suffered by these ancient Jow- 
lsh engineers, their achievement ex- 
cels the work of the modern Swiss and 
Italian experts who executed the Slmp- 
lon,

A white inub of several thousmtd 
men attacked ' the negro quarter of 
Springfield^ O., known na "tbu Jung- 
les.". Tuesday night nml state troops 
lun I to be culled out to quell Hie riot- 
lug. Tim outbreak was the result uf 
attack* on two wlilto men, Martin 
DiwIh nml Karl Sulklnw, by Presten 
I .add and Vdward Dean, negrccH. 

For sevcrn I hours, until after mid- 
night. Hie negro seetlun was In a 
state of lerrur, the jKillce being pow- 
crlos*. Tim local militia was culled 
out by i in* mayor, but was slow to re- 
spond. 

At midnight, however, eighty men 
assembled at the armory and were pent 
out to re-enforce the police. The eighty 
iiilllHiuneu a ml .tbu police, however, 
were utiable to ha mile the mob, mul It 
wns not until the arrival of two com- 
panies from Day tun ami one from 
Xenlii soon after midnight Unit the 
tnuli could be hand led. Then, wit It the 
butts of their titles and without tiring 
a shot the soldiers pushed the mob 
back IhiHi ways hi Columbia street, 
oust from 'Water street and west from 
Foster street. 

When dawn came quiet had been ro- 
stored In the negro section, with "the 
Jungles" still hi charge of tho militia. 
No lives were lost lit the riot. The re« 
suit of the mob wns the destruction of 
six negro houses, one saloon mid the 
•In runging of several others. 

"The Jungles" Is the name given to 
East Columbia street, where a number 
of notorious dives frequented by ne- 
groes and low whites are located. Six 
or seven of these Joints were wIihhI out 
by the mob with the torch. The most 
tnta,tumiH place wns literally torn to 
pieces u ud burned Half down by the 
rioters. 



PELEE SHOOTS OUT FIRE. 



V "1 ran o In Mil r tin I tj uc Ami) In In 
Viol I'll t I 'i- u {id n It. 

A Barbados dispatch says that Mont 
Pelee, In Martinique, Is again active, and 
the Inhabitants of the island are in ter- 
ror of a recurrence of the great erup- 
tions of four years ago. Five persons 
are in the hospital in Fort de France 
who were struck by falling rocks thrown 
up by the volcano, Ily day a column of 
heavy black smoke several miles high 
rising from the crater wns visible thirty 
miles away, and nt night the tlnmes could 
be plainly seen nt a greater distance. 

The town of St. Pierre, Island of Mar- 
tinique, wns destroyed by the eruption of 
Mont Pelee, Slay 8, 1002. with tho loas 
of 25,000 lives. This was the greatest 
disaster of modern times. Only one man, 
who was con lined i« a dungeon, and a 
few persons on the seashore on the out- 
skirts of the town survived the catastro- 
phe. 

In 1002, as In tho present year, the 
seismic disturbances had continued for 
several weeks lie fore Mont Pelee showed 
signs of activity. Then, on May "i. it 
s'nddenly burst into violence, pouring out 
groat quantities of lava nnd smoko day 
ami night. Still there wns little alarm, 
ns the people of St. Pierre had become 
accustomed to the activity of the volcano. 

At 8 o'clock in the morning of May 8, 
after the volcano had been quiescent for 
nearly eighteen hours, there wns nn ex- 
plosion within Mont Pelee which from a 
new vent on the side of the crater forced 
a great blast of flame down the side of 
the mountain, over the city of Mont Pe- 
lee nnd far out over the harbor. 

That fearful blast of flame brought 
death to the Inhabitants of 'St. Pierre. 
The town Itself wns destroyed and the 
tin me even destroyed the shipping In the 
harbor, one steamer alone being able to 
escape half burned. 

All this fearful destruction of life and 
property came in an instant, and In an 
instant it was over. One breath of fhrme 
wipe J out the city and people. Then for 
days Mont Pelee poured n sea of lava 
and mud down tho side of the mountain, 
burying the destroyed city, so that to-day 
only traces of It may be seen. 

The eruption of Sou f Here, the Island of 
St. Vincent volcano, occurred at the same 
time. Half tho Island was devastated by 
Hoods of burning lava. Plantations wore 
wiped out nnd small towns destroyed. 
The city of Georgetown Itself escaped 8 e- 
rlous injury. 



WILL DROWN A TOWN. 



More VnlKRule for Storing Water 
(linn for Iloualiifr I'eonlt-. 

A lively Httlo Colorado town has been 
sentenced to death. It is to hare four 
yonrs of grace. Then they are going to 
drown It. Lyons is n nourishing village 
of about 800 inhabitants, 25 miles from 
Denver, with which it has direct railway* 
connection. It was started about 25 years 
ago and seems good for ten times 25 years 
to come. It is solidly built, with atone 
church, stone houses and public build- 
ings. It lias a lire department, a tele- 
phone system and Is piped for water and 
for acetylene gas, which It manufactures. 

It Is In the center of a fertile valley, 
raising big crops of nlfaira, wheat, corn, 
■ngar beets and fruit. Four years from 
now tho whole place will be under 240 
feet of water. 

There is only one chink In tho hills 
surrounding the basin where the town is 
built. Through this chink Hows the St. 
Vrain river. Tho thing Is too tempting, 
A dam, 2,000 feet long at tho . top and 
2T>0 feet high at lta greatest elevation, 
will close that outlet and storo up bill- 
ions of cubic feet of wnter, A company 
to be capitalized at $5,000,000 Is getting 
exceedingly busy ami when they have re- 
modeled that corner of Colorado Its own 
Mother Nature won't know It. 




The finance depnrtnu'iu of the Japanese 
government (luds that the tot at cost of 
the war with Russia waH 1,170.000,000 
yen. of which 000.000,000 was for tho 
army and 180,000,000 for the invy.

The Vcnemielnii chnrge d'affaires to 
Paris, now nt London, has been author- 
ized by President Castro to answer tho 
note of Premier Itouvler and to say that 
he holds tho French government respon- 
sible Tor the assistance of its employes in 
the cable company given to revolutionists. 
lie Is willing to submit this point to ar- 
bitration. 

The seml-oflielnl returns of the British 
elections indicate the new status of par- 
ties In the House of Commons as follows: 
Liberals, 1178 ; Unionists, 10-t ; National- 
ists, SI, nnd Lalmrltes, 4U. Out of the 
total 1 (XI are lawyers, 70 are manufactur- 
ers; merchants, 00; ex-army olllcers, 45; 
solicitors, ill; journalists, 20; ship own- 
ers, 1!0; authors, 10; mine owners, 10; 
doctors, 10, nnd brewers, 10. Nearly all 
of the Lnborltes wera wage earners. 

Rev. S. 1\ Little, who has just re- 
turned from the Episcopal mission nt 
Hankow, China, aays that the revolution- 
ary party, agitated by yniuig men who 
have been nt the university of .Tapan, Is 
seeking to drive China Into n conflict 
with the powers in the hojie of establish- 
ing a republican form of government. 
Their motto Is "China for the Chinese.*' 
Dr. Little thinks that the Jnpnm'se are 
ns much alarmed over the sit nation ns 
are the Americans. 

Sir Henry Campliell-Rnnnorninn, the 
new Liberal premier, won ills lirst victory 
In the commons Wednesday; when the 
opposition ninrndment ngalust tlte homo 
rule policy for Ireland wns rejected by 
the tremendous majority of 400 to 88. 
In answering Hie opposition, James 
ltryce, chief secretary for Ireland, said 
that home rule had no terrors for him, 
and that he had not 'departed from tho 
principles of Gladstone. Self-government 
for Ireland was tho mnndnte of the peo- 
ple. 

A provisional commerclnl agreement 
with the United States wns approved by 
the Reichstag Thursday, by a largo ma- 
jority. Chancellor von Ituclow said that 
the United States has no claim to tho 
most favored treatment, but that Ger- 
many granted It in order to gain time for 
permanent trcnty negotiations, and be- 
cause It wns desirable to avoid n .tariff 
war. Thus America gets the same priv- 
ileges that after March 1 go into efTect 
under tho new German tariff law for 
Itnly, Belgium, Itomnnnin, Servla, Swit- 
zerland, Austria- Hungary and Russia. 

The French pnqiosition made through 
private channels direct to Berlin that the 
otlicers for policing Morocco should be 
French nad Spanish wos definitely re- 
jected by 3nle*r of the German emperor, 
whose representatives said it was con- 
trary to tlte principles of internationaliza- 
tion nnd equality of the power* In Mo- 
rocco. At Paris it was stated Hint the 
French government would go no further, 
nnd all private negotiations were called 
off. The ImprcHsion prevailed In Euro- 
pean capials, 'however, that war would 
not be tho outcome in any ovent unless 
the Kaiser willed it. ' 

Unofliclnl Information from Peklh and 
other Chinese cities received by the Stnte 
Department at Washington indicate that 
the present agitation Is likely to lie mart 
formidable than the Boxer uprising ol 
1000. The attitude of the Chlnesa gov- 
ernment is something of a mystery, al- 
though It hns kept within the letter uf 
its obligations. The Ticerny of Foot-how 
has been ordered to execute tho leader 
of the Chnnspu mob, and to punish se- 
verely the others concerned at that point. 
The British government has demanded 
full compensation for the property of tho 
Presbyterian mission so destroyed. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt' Is said to bo in favor of 
sending another regiment to the Philip- 
pines, and tho War Department Is active- 
ly engaged in rushing supplies to Manila 
to be used in the event of a Chinese cam- 
paign. 

The program of const itutlonal reform 
for Itnssla has reached its final stage of 
discussion by the cabinet. It places leg- 
islative power in the hands of the ilouuia, 
the council of the empire and tho em- 
peror, all of. which must give assent to 
make any law valid. The emperor may 
dissolve tho douma at any time, but elec- 
tions must bo hold within four months. 
The word "unlimited'' Is to be left out 
of the clause defining the emperor's pow- 
er. Gradually tho government nppenn 
to tie getting, control of' affairs In tho 
Battle provinces, but unofficial reports 
say that a fresh revolt begins as soon as 
a body of soldiers leaves any one point. 
There appears to have been n resumption 
of the mutiny among the Bnsslaa troops 
at Vladivostok. All engines and cars on 
the railroad had been seised, and many 
stations plundered. The native population 
Is known to be on the verge' of starvation 
from repeated maraudings of the soldiery, 
and a general uprising Is feared.

Lieutenant General John M, Seofleld, 
U. S. A„ retired, former head of tho 
tinny, died nt St An gust I no, Fin., Sun- 
day night. Hit was at Lucked Sunday 
morning with cerebral lici nor r lingo. Ilia 
wife nml young daughter were with 
him. 

He wns liorn hi Now York seventy- 
four years ngo. Ills fatber, n clergy- 
man, removed to Illinois when his son- 
was 12 years old, nml .Toliu went to 
West Point n s ii cadet rroiu Freoport, 
III. Ho graduated from West Point In 
1853, standi ng seventh in the clans, 
which include! i itniung its members 
Generals McPhcrsou, Sheridan, Sill, 
Terr III, It. 0, Tyler, and the Cottfcder- 
flte Iluod. 

When the war broke' out ho wtnt 
serving as professor of physics at 
Washington University, St. Louis, af- 
ter ninny years of scrvk-e In the South. 
He promptly entered the volunteer ser- 
vice of Missouri, nml hi November, 
isi;i, be was appointee brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers. For several months 
In 1SIE2 he emmiiaudeil the district of 
the Missouri. 

In the curly pnrt of the next year ho' 
organized nnd coiuumntled tho iirmy of 
the Frontier, which saw nurd fighting 
hi Missouri and Arltiinsns, lie went 
back ngalti In 1803 to the rommnntl of 
the Department of the Missouri, which 
he retulmil until Jim, 31, 1804. On 
that date he wns nsslgncd nt tlte re- 




quest of General Grant to the com- 
mand of the department nud urmy of 
the Ohio, forming the left wing of Gen- 
eral Sherman's nrmy mi Georgia. In 
October of that year he commanded 
the troops opposed to Getierul Hood's 
nnuy in 'Tennessee. In April, 18*15, 
General Schoiichl iced veil the surren- 
der of General Johnston's army. 

During Provident Johnson's admin- 
istration he was Secretary of War 
from June, 1808, to March, ISOO, then 
tnklng cum n nu id of the Department of 
the Missouri with the rank of major 
geuera). Ho held tbts fur one year, 
with licndtpia tiers at St. l^iuts, when 
he wns transferred to the eoiniimnd of 
the Deportment of the Pantile with 
hondqmi rtern ut San Frnucb<co, Oil. 
In tho year 187U lie became Kuticrhi- 
temlent of the West Point Military 
Academy, lu 1S81 he was assigned to 
tho command of the Depttrtuient of 
the Gulf, where he remained hut three 
months.

Dhouannd* DL* Ami l<] DrvMtatlon by 
Hurricane- and Miimtrr Wove, 

/k. disaster that recalls vividly the 
6ulveston Pood, has beta lieu the Society 
nml Tuumotu lslinuht In the PnclUc 
Occuu, which have been swept by a 
hurricane of awful violence uml Inun- 
dated by enormous waves, tho visita- 
tion canning a loss of Uvea estliuuted 
from kuiuixetfi to 1OJDO0 nnd a property 
damage that may reach $5,000,000. Pa- 
peete, the capital of the Island of Tahi- 
ti, haB been submerged, and U» prlncl- 
pal bulhllugs, crushed like shell*, wlillo 
elsewhere- whole villages have beca 
swept nwny. Same of the Islands are 
said to have dlKiippoiirvd' entirely. 
Thousands of persons have been made 
homeless, and calls for relief tuive been 
Bent out by the resident consuls to their 
governments. 

Details of the storm were brought to 
Snn Francisco by the steamer Murlposn, 
though the vessel luft rnpeete before 
tho full extent of the destruction It 
wrought had been ascertained. The 
hurricane prevailed for nlxtceti hours 
on Feb, 8, the wind reaching n velocity 
of more than 100 miles nu hour, caus- 
ing a disturbance of unprecedented vio- 
lence lu the sea. The storm came up 
In the night and rencacd Ha greatest 
fury beforo warning could be glvun to 
tho Inhabitants of tho Islnnds. Many 
were swept awny on the Urat great 
waves. Others sought refuge In the 
tops of coconnut trees, nnd It. la feared 
that hundreds of those latter victims 
must havo perished on tho smaller Isl- 
ands from hunger, thirst or exposure, 
beforo relief could be sent to them.

■■owlly share of their wages. The total 
4nvlugs deposits reported by _ the State 
hnnks, of the city In response to the call 
of the auditor of public accounts In Jan- 
uary, I IKKf, was $1 28,451, -181. The total 
reported In response to the call In Jan- 
nary, 1000, was $140,01)1,307. There was 
an Increase In savings accounts during 
the year of $18,580,870, or about 15 per 
cent. This shows commendable thrift on 
the part of Chicago wnge earnors. And, 
of course, the cash they put luto the 
banks Is not all of their year's savings. 
Many of them bought or made payments 
on their homes and put money Into other 
Investments. The choice of Investments 
for their savings has always been a hard 
problem for wage earners. Its di faculty 
has been Increased recently by scandals 
which have made clear tho extreme un- 
profitableness of the so-called "participat- 
ing" life insurance which has nbsorbed 
so many millions In small amounts with- 
in the last twenty years. Experience 
seems to prove conclusively that, gener- 
ally speaking, the best place to put and 
keep savings Is in the savings bank. It 
seldom offers more thnn 3- per cent Inter- 
est, but good laws and good banking meth- 
ods make It practically certain that the 
Interest will be promptly paid and that 
the principal will not be lost, which Is 
more than can be said far almost nny 
other Investment that Is open to all peo- 
ple of small means. The State banks of 
Chicago disbursed nbout $2,000,000 on 
the occasion of the semi-annual payment 
of Interest, on- savings deposits In Jan- 
uary.

Hunk Taken Into Cmtfoily. 

John It, Walsh, former president of 
the now defunct Chicago National 
Bunk, wns arrested by the federal au- 
thor] t left Friday, He was held In 
lionriH of $I»0,000 to nnswer charge* of 
perjury nnd eiiibezzlciiicnt iiiudQ by 
the United States Govern merit. If lie 
Is found guilty IiIh punishment can by 
nothing less than live yean-' Imprison- 
ment In the penitentiary. AgtiltiHt the 
mllllomilre bun her the government 
charges tliut he willfully mlBiippllcd 
$8,000,000 of the funds of Ills Chicago 
National Bnuk. Also that he commit- 
ted perjury In falsifying entries In n 
report of the condition of that hunk, 
Which lie liiude to the Comptroller of 
the Currency. 

The specific clinrge on which Mr. 

Wtllsh was arrest (Hi Is that lie mnde 
false ei i tries in a report allowing the 
condition of business In his bank nine 
days after the report, hud been nlgned 
nnd sworn to by himself nnd three di- 
rectors. It la charged In the bill of 
complnlut tliut Mr, Walsh: 

Made falne entry In the report to the 
effect thnt at the close of bushiest 
Nov. 0, 1005, the amount of loans and 
discounts of the bunk on which officers 
nnd directors were liable was $245,000, 
when in reality the n mount of such 
loans and d I w* tints wns $3,000,000. 

Mnde n false entry In the report to 
the effect tlm t the amount of loans nnd 
discounts on which the officers nnd di- 
rectors were not liable was $10,058- 
220.04, when the u mount of such liabil- 
ity wrfs In reality $7,500,000. 

An president of the Chicago National 
Bank, unlawfully nnd willfully misap- 
plied the funds and credits of the bank 
with intent to Injure and defraud the 
hank and Its shareholders, John M. 
Smyth nnd William Best being named 
as among those affected, by wrongfully 
converting the bunk's funds to his per- 
sonal and private uses by loaning the 
money to himself wit lion t the authority 
of the directors and without nny 
proper authority whatever. 

In a statement issued by Walsh two 
hours nftcr his arrest he declared that 
ho Is Innocent When he was ar- 
raigned before United States Corneals* 
[doner Footo Inter In the afternoon he 
asserted his arrest was "persecution" 
and a "blow below the belt" Some of 
Ills closest friends said that Chicago 
bankers who hate him nnd bts business 
methods are at the bottom of the prose- 
cution.

Secretary Wilson, of tho Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, asks in bin re- 
port to Congress thnt $105,500 be ap- 
propriated ns the boll wcovll Item for 
the following year. It Jb proposed that 
ihc Secretary be authorized to expend 
tho appropriation in such manner as 
ho shall deem best, In co-operation 
with tho State * experiment Btatlons 
and practical cotton growers. Of the 
special appropriation of $105,000 which 
was made for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1000, $105,000 has boon used 
by the Bureau of Plant Industry in 
the study of cotton diseases, diversi- 
fication and co-opcrntlon with the va- 
rious experiment Btatlons In extend- 
ing the Improved cultural methods.

Illn-clnff Unrulr Hobs. 

When tho sows get unruly nnd in- 
clined to make trouble of vnrlous kinds 
they can be readily controlled by an 
arrangement made of ropes and placed 
around the jaws of tbe animal. Such 
a rope Is not easy to put in position 
with an angry hog, so a little device 
made of an old broom handle Is used, 
insert a small. hook In one cod of the 
handle and near the other end nail n 
strap, which fastened bo as to form a 
loop, will enable one to get a firmer 
grip on the handle. Then take the 
rope nnd make a Blip noose In one end, 
hang it from tho hook on the end of 
the small pole nnd, with a quick move- 
ment, place the Iood over and around 
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the upper Jaw, when the mouth is 
forced open. Take hold of the rope 
with one hand just nbove the noose 
and with tbe help of tbe ringer Insert 
tbe ring or rings on the snout. The 
animal will be unable to fight much 
with this appliance around ItBJaw, Tho 
ill ust rn t ion shows the details of the 
pole with strap and hook nnd also the 
method of having the loop over the 
Jaw.

The following, with reference to the 
decline of butter manufacture In En- 
gland, Is from Hon. Frank W. Mahln, 
United States consul nt Nottingham, 
England: "One plausible explanation 
of the manifest decline In dairying In 
Eugland Is that It Is more profitable 
to sell the milk, the drinking of which 
Is Increasing, thnn to convert it Into 
butter.

Furthermore, it. is 
asserted that some English dairies buy 
foreign butter and sell it as their own 
product— the domestic nrticle, though 
Inferior, In the Judgment of many con- 
sumers, commanding a higher price 
tiirtii the foreign."

Some of , the experiment Btatlons 
find -that n pound of wheat in feeding 
has more nutriment than. a pound, of 
any other grain. In corn there Is 8 
per cent of digestible protein, barley 
8.00 per cent, onts 0.25 por cent, rye 
0,12, while wheat has 10.23 per cent 
An English authority estimates wheat 
fed to lambs Is worth about 70 cents 
per bushel. The Indiana station real- 
ized 77 cents a bushel for wheat fed 
to sheep.
